Eor  the  vacation  of  Brooklyn  Avenue  from  Calhoun  Street  to 
Eairfield  Avenue  (excepting  a Street  intersection  at  Harrison  Street) 
also  for  the  vacation  of  Webster  Street  from  the  South  line  of 
Baker  Street  to  the  north  line  of  Brooklyn  Avenue,  also  for  the  vacation 
of  McClellan  Street  from  the  south  line  of  the  alley  south  of  Baker 
Street,  to  the  north  line  of  Brooklyn  Avenue,  also  for  -the  vacation 


of  the  east  twelve  (12)  feet  of  Harrrson  Street  from  the  south  line 
of  Baker  Street  to  the  north  line  of  Brooklyn  Avenue,  also  for  the 
vacation  of  parts  of  the  alley  betv^een  Baker  Street  and  Brooklyn  Avenue 
from  a point  l60  feet  west  of  Calhoun  Street  to  a point  of 

Webster  Street,  also  for  the  opening  of  Harrison  Street  across 
the  right-of-way  of  the  Pi ttsburgh»^’o^i-  Wayne  and  Chicago  Railroad 
also  for  the  condemning  for  street  purposes  of  the  east 
twelve  (12)  feet  of  Lot  No.  43  Bakers  Addition  and  the  east  twelve 
(12)  feet  of  Lot  No.  7 Pi ttsburgh»^03rt  Wayne  and  Chicago  Railroad 
Addition,  also  for  the  condemning  for  alley  purposes  the  v/est  twelve 
(12i)  feet  of  Lot  35  Bakers  Addition. 

Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Port  Wayne, 
Indiana,  That  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary  to  vacate,  open 
and  extend  and  relocate  portions  of  the  follov/ing  described  streets 
and  alleys. 

Pirst.  To  vacate  Brooklyn  Avenue  from  the  west  line  of  Calhoun 
Street  to  a point  twelve  (12)  feet  west  of  the  east  line  of  Harrison 
Street,  also  to  vacate  Brooklyn  Avenue  from  a point  tv;elve  (12)  feet 
west  of  the  west  line  of  Harrison  Street  to  the  East  line  of 
Pairfield  Avenue. 

Second.  To  vacate  Webster  Street  from  the  south  line  of  Baker 
Street  to  the  north  line  of  Brooklyn  Avenue. 

Third.  To  vacate  McClellan  Street  from  the  south  line  of  the 
alley  south  of  Baker  Street  to  the  north  line  of  Brooklyn  Avenue. 

Pourth.  To  vacate  the  east  twelve  (12)  feet  of  Harrison  Street 
from  the  south  line  of  Baker  Street  to  the  north  line  of  Brooklyn 
Avenue. 

Pifth.  To  vacate  the  alley  between  Baker  Street  and  Brooklyn 

Avenue  from  a point  one  hundred  and  sixty  (l6o)  feet  west  of  the  v/est 
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line  of  Calhoun  Street  to  the  east  line  of  Harrison  Street  and  from  a 
point  twelve  (12^  feet  west  of  the  west  line  of  Harrison  Street  to 
a point  one  hundred  & thirty  eight  (I38)  feet  west  of  the  west  line 
of  Webster  Street* 

Sixth*  To  open  and  extend  Harrison  Street  from  the  south  line  of 
Brooklyn  Avenue  to  the  south  line  of  the  right-of-way  of  the  Pittsburgh 
Port  '“'^ayne  and  Chicago  Railway,  said  opening  and  exteriding  of 
Harrison  Streetto  be  made  by  condemning  and  appropriating  for  street 
purposes  a sufficient  tract  of  land  described  as  follows: Jjommencing 
at  a po^int  on  the  south  line  of  Brooklyn  Avenue  three  huftd!re^( 
feet  west  of  the  orighal  west  line  of  Calhoun  Street, thence  sguth  . 
parallel  with  the  west  line  of  Calhoun  Street  to  the  south  li3fe  of 
the  right-of-way  of  said  railway  Company,  thence  v;est  on  said  right- 
of-way  line  sixty  (60)  feet;  thence  north  parallel  with  the  west  line 
of  Calhoun  Street  to  the  south  line  of  Brooklyn  Avenue;  thence  east  6n 
the  south  line  of  Brooklyn  Avenue  sixty  (60)  feet  to  the  place  of 
beginning* 

Seventh*  To  relocate  the  v/est  line  of  Harrison  Street  from  the 
south  line  of  Baker  Street  to  the  north  line  of  Brooklyn  Avenue,  for 
the  purpose  of  straightening  the  same.  Said  relocation  and  straighten- 
ing to  be  made  by  condemning  and  appropriating  for  street  purposes 
a strip  of  ground  tv/elve  (12)  feet  in  width*  Commencing  at  the  south 
west  Corner  of  Baker  Street  and  Harrieon  Street,  thence  south  on  the 
v/est  line  of  Harrison  Street  to  the  north  line  of  Brooklyn  Avenue, 
thence  west  on  the  north  line  of  Brooklyn  Avenue  tv/elve  (12)  feet,  thence 
north  parallel  with  the  west  line  of  Harrison  ^treet  to  the  south  line 
of  Baker  Street,  thence  east  ibwelve  feet  to  the  place  of  beginning* 

The  above  described  twelve  (12)  feet  of  ground  being  the  east  twelve 
(12)  feet  of  Lot  No*  4.3  Bakers  Addition  and  the  East  twelve  (12)  feet 
of  Lot  No*  7 Pi ttsburghPort  Wayne  & Chicago  Railway  Addition. 


Bight.  To  open  an  alley  twelve  (12)  feet  in  width  between  Webster 
Street  aad  McClellan  Street  from  -^aker  Street  dto  the  first  alley  south 
of  Baker  Street  said  opening  to  be  made  by  condemning  and  appropriating 
for  alley  purposes  a strip  of  ground  described  as  follows?  Com'  encing 
at  a point  on  the  south  line  of  Baker  Street  one  hundred  and  tkirty- 
eight  (13S)  feet  west  of  the  west  line  of  Webster  Str^^^thence  south 
parallel  with  the  west  line  of  Webster  Street  to  the  north  line  of  the 
alley  south  of  Baker  Street,  thence  west  tv/elve  (12)  feet  6n  the  north 
line  of  said  alley,  thence  north  parallel  v/ith  the  west  line  of 
Webster  Street  to  the  south  line  of  Baker  Street,  thence  east  twelve 
(12)  feet  to  place  of  beginning.  The  above  described  twelve  (12)  feet 
of  ground  being  the  west  twelve  (12)  feet  of  Lot  Mo.  35  Bakers  Addition. 

All  as  shown  by  a plan  of 'such  proposed  vacations, openings  and 
extending .relocation  and  straightening  now  on  file  in  the  office  of  the
